1 . This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment filed on 04/14/08. 

2. This application is in condition for allowance except for the presence of claims 1-8 

directed to invention non-elected without traverse. Accordingly, claims 1-8 have been cancelled. 

3. The drawings were received on 04/14/08. These drawings are approved. 

4. Claims 9 and 12-24 are allowed. 

5. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 

The prior art of record does not disclose or render obvious a motivation to provide for a gearbox 
actuation system for selecting and shifting gears in an automated gearbox of a vehicle as defined 
by the limitations of claims 9, 23 and 24, including a plurality of gearshift rails, a neutral gap 
with a first portion and a second portion, a gearshift motor for moving a shift finger in a 
reference travel from a reference point in the first portion to the second portion, wherein the first 
portion is formed by respective jaws for each gearshift rail, and the second portion is formed 
separate from the respective jaws and open to the first portion.
